Denver, Col.. Nov. 10.—Considerable 


comment was caused by that portion 
of the annual report of President Sam- 
uel Comport), rea;l to the convention 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
yesterday, in which Gompers sold that 
President Roosevelt had issued invita- 
tions to a number of labor leaders to 
meet with prominent lawyers and jur- 
ists at a dinner at the white house a 
week from today for the purpose of 
discussing labor legislation. President 
Roosevelt said the report of Mr. Gom- 
pers had excluded from the list of 
Invited guests the officers of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, including 
Its president. 


Gompers Honored by Snub. 


Mr. Gompers, in an interview on the 


subject, refused to discuss the ques- 
tion from a political standpoint, but 
contented himself with a statement 
to the effect that he deemed himself 
honored by the exclusion and consid- 
ered the president's act a tribute to 
his honesty. He said: 


"I am honored by the 
president 


when he excludes me from 'his guest 
list. It is a high tribute to the man- 
ner in which I have represented the 
interests of the millions of working- 
men and women banded together in 
the federation, both in the matter of 
pressing the administration for fair 
labor legislation and in the political 
campaign just ended. 


"This Is the first affair of the kind 


that 1 know of at the white house to 
which I have not been invited, but de- 
spite that fact' that I have frequently 
been askea to meet the president and 
his friends-socially, I have never avaH- 
ed myself of such an Invitation. 


"My dealings 
wS\h 
the president 


have always been on a strictly busi- 
ness basis. I have frequently'request- 
ed an audience with him' regarding 
matters of import to the federation 
and its membership and have always 
been well received and treated courte- 
ously. 
There, however, my relations 


with the president end. 


Wants No Controversy. 


"I, by virtue of the trust imposed 


upon me by the federation, represent 
the millions of people of the country 
who toil with their hands—the hired 
men and women, so to speak.

Responsible officials should exam-

als did not desire the resignation of 
Chancellor Von Buelow, but they did 
want the elimination of the personal 
element from the conduct of foreign 
affairs, as its continuance was bound 
to bring failure.

Basserman recited the evil effects of 
the emperor's utterances.

that China, Japan and America had 
taken note of the fact that the Ger- 
man fleet had been authoritatively 'de- 
scribed as designed for action in the 
Eaciflc. • The .

Denver, 
Colo., Nov. Id.—Armed 


with two sticks of dynamiti-, u deter- 
mined woman yesterday afternoon at- 
tempted to extort $100,000 from Mrs. 
Genevieve Chandler Phipps, the di- 
vorced wife of Laurence C. Phipps, 
the steel magnate. 
The dynamite's 


failure to explode is the only thing 
that saved the lives of many people 
at a busy bank at Seventeenth and 
Stout streets. 


The woman gave her name as Mrs. 


H. C. Cones and told the police she 
had no recollection of the affair. 
She 


claimed to be under the spell of a 
clairvoyant, and said when out of it 
she would have another name. 
Shows Dynamite; Demands $100,000. 


While Mrs. Phipps was driving in 


tho city park yesterday afternoon in. 
a runabout, the woman 
approached 


and represented herself as a newspa- 
per reporter, saying she must have an 
interview at once, as she was soiug 
out of town. She suggested that Mrs. 
Philips take her for a spin along the 
boulevard while they 
talked. 
The 


woman was of prepossessing appear- 
ance, was in mourning clothing of the 
finest make, and Mrs. Phlpps accepted 
the suggestion. 


As soon as they started the- woman 


opened a black 
handbag, displayed 


two sticks of dynamite, and said: 


"I'm 
desperate 
and 
must 
have 


money at once. I want $]00.ono." 


Mrs. 
Phipps assured her she had 


no such a sum with her and that it 
was impossible to get it. Mrs. Cones 
argued and pleaded, 
reducing 
the 


necessary amount finally to 510,000. 


Holds Child as Hostage. 


Mrs. Phipps said she had none for 


her at all. Then Mrs. Cones declared 
she would blow both to pieces, where- 
upon Mrs. Phipps said mayho 
she 


could get the money from the Inter- 
national Trust company, but 
would 


have to go home first for more wraps. 


When they reached the mansion at 


the Eighteenth street entrance to the 
park, Mrs. Cones insisted on having 
little Helen, Mrs. Phipps' 5-year-old 
daughter, as a hostage. She had just 
driven up in an 
automobile 
from 


school. When Mrs. Phipps went into 
the house for'wraps she phoned the 
bank about the trouble, and warned 
them about the dynamite. 


Then all, including the child, chauf- 


feur, and nurse, entered a car and 
were diriven to the bank, Mrs. Cones 
holding the dynamite in her 
hand, 


concealed in a handkerchief. 
When 


the bank was reached Mrs. Phipps 
said she would go in and see Theo- 
dore Smith, vice president, and bring 
the money right out. 


Hurls Explosive, But It Falls. 


As soon as Mrs. Phipps got in the 


bank a special officer rushed out and 
seized Helen to take her into the in- 
stitution. 
The 
chauffeur, 
recalling 


the former kidnaping of the Phipps 
children by the father, thought he 
was in for it again and dashed after 
the officer. 


Mrs. 
Cones, realizing that she was 


balked and in a trap, stood up in the 
car waving the dynamite wildly. Just 
then an officer dashed out of the bank 
and dived for Mrs. Cones with a reg- 
ulation football tackle. 


She hurled the explosive. It struck 


the sidewalk curbing, broke in two, 
and miraculously did not explode..

clubs and Into farm homes. The books 
consist of histories, biographies, agricul- 
tural books, volumes on nuance, sociol- 
ogy, religion and others. With these aro 
volumes of fiction, both standard and cur- 
rent, also a collection of carefully se- 
lected books of a like general nature for 
the young people which are read as large- 
ly by the adult members of the family 
Ihe commission sends out collections of 
fourteen to sixteen books for use In tho 
study clubs and schools.
